History Supports U.S. 
Policy in Southeast Asia 
V 


WASHINGTON' (NEA)—Either history is wrong or there has 
been a profound alteration of the American character in our 
time, as reflected in our dealings with other nations. 
To listen to some critics of gov ernment policy , in Southeast 
Asia particularly , the United States is pursuing a course of 
blatant neo-imperialism. Under the guise of defending democ­ 
racy . we are—they charge—pushing to the brink of war in a 
misdirected attempt to ex tend our national self-interests in a 
pari of the world we don’t belong in. 
According to one. Prof. George McT. Kahin, an ex pert on 
Southeast Asia and one of the principal speakers at the “ first 
national teach-in 
in Washington, the L'nlted States has con­ 
sistently failed “ to appreciate the importance of Asian nation­ 
alism to work with, rather than against, that powerful force.” 
We are, he said, driv ing nationalists throughout Asia into the 
Communist camp because the Communists hav e recognized what 
we blindly ignore. 


Whatev er elements of truth there may be In such charges. 
It Is possible that the scholars might better serv e their Ideals 
and the struggling peoples they are concerned about if thev left 
off castigating the United Staten for a hit and directed their 
energies to teaching the world n little modern history . 
One question they might well ask on an imaginary ex amin­ 
ation paper is: What nations, what peoples, are free today as a 
result of Communist support in the realization of their nation­ 
alistic aspirations? 


The answer should be as obv ious to professors and students 
of world affairs as it Ls to the ordinary person who has only a 
high school education and reads his daily newspaper. 
If the question were asked of the United States, the answer 
would require page« . Two ex amples leap to the mind In Asia 
alone—the Philippines and J apan. 
The Spanish-American War of 189 8 was America’s first ex ­ 
cursion into global “ imperialism.“ One of the fruits of v ictory 
In that war was hegemony ov er the Philippine Islands. 
The ensuing military occupation required y ears of bloody 
fighting. In which tens of thousands died, before Filipino guer­ 
rillas were subdued. All of the moral charges and military argu­ 
ments being directed against the United States in Viet Nam now 
could hav e been made against us In the Philippines then, and 
many of them were. 


Today , the Philippines Is a free and independent nation— 
something ft surely would not be had the I nited States with­ 
drawn in Its 
legitimate” sphere of Interest and stopped Inter­ 
fering with the nationalistic aspirations of certain Filipinos. 
In 1145 , the I nited States utterly defeated J apan and im­ 
posed and institutionalized, as its conqueror’s prerogativ e. Its 
own ideas of how a country should be gov erned. 
Today , J apan is a free and Independent nation, the most ad­ 
v anced in Asia and one of the most respected in the world. 
Far from being dominated ideologically by the United States, 
It Is, as a responsible free nation should be, often an outspoken 
—but constructiv e—critic of American actions. Far from being 
bound In economic v assalage to Wall Street Imperialists, it is a 
tough competitor. 


Foreigners may forget these and other ex amples of Amer­ 
ica s “ failure to understand nationalistic aspirations." There Is 
no ex cuse for Americans doing so.

Change Status 
Q. Will a widow who rem ar­ 
ries find her status changed by 
the bill?

Q. Does the bill grant ex emp­ 
tion to any groups on religious 
grounds? 


A. The Amish and other sects 
conscientiously opposed to ac­ 
ceptance of the benefits of any 
public or priv ate insurance pro­ 
gram , who long hav e sought 
ex emption, finally will attain it 
in this bill. 


Q. What would be the increase 
in Social Security tax es to pay 
for the increased benefits under 
the present sy stem and the new 
basic health program ? 


A. The tax able base, now $4,- 
800 a y ear, will be increased to 
$6,600 nex t y ear. The combined 
tax rate for the present old age, 
surv iv ors 
and 
disability 
pro­ 
gram and the new health plan 
would be 4.2 per cent each for 
the employ er and employ e nex t 
y ear, rising to 5.65 per cent by 
1987 . For the self-employ ed, the 
combined rate would be 6.15 per 
cent nex t y ear, reaching 7 .8 per 
cent in 1987 . The curren t rate of 
3.625 per cent each for employ er 
and employ e would go up to 
4.125 per cent nex t y ear under 
present law; the self-employ ed 
rate, now 5.4 per cent, would 
increase to 6.2 per cent nex t 
y ear under present law. For an 
employ e earning at least $6.600 a 
y ear, the tax nex t y ear would be 
$27 7 .20 compared to the $17 4 he 
pay s in 1965. 


Q. I am an old person receiv ­ 
ing a welfare pay ment under 
the public assistance program. 
Will the bill make any differ­ 
ence in these checks? 


A. It contains additional fed­ 
eral funds for all the public as­ 
sistance program s so that pay ­ 
ments can be increased about 
$2.50 a month to the needy aged, 
blind and disabled and about 
$1.25 a month for needy chil­ 
dren. The pay ments are up to 
the states and local welfare of-! 
ficials, but the bill prov ides that j 
the new’ federal money will be 
av ailable only to the ex tent it is 


passed along to indiv idual re ­ 
cipients. 
Aged Persons 
Q. How about aged persons 
who are patients in hospitals for 
tuberculosis 
and 
m ental 
dis­ 
eases? 
A. The bill for the first time 
allows federal matching under 
the old age assistance program 
for such persons. It req uires as 
a condition for federal partici­ 
pation in such pay ments that 
better care must result from the 
federal funds. 
Q. What changes are made in 
the Kerr-Mills program for the 
medically indigent — those who 
are not necessarily on old age 
assistance but are unable to pay 
their medical bills? 
A. Benefits under this now 
v ary widely between the states, 
with some not participating at 
all. The bill prov ides increased 
federal funds and req uires that 
a participating state must fur­ 
nish at least a basic minimum 
of serv ices including hospitali­ 
zation and doctors’ fees. Eligi­ 
bility standards will hav e to be 
liberalized to cov er many addi­ 
tional persons in most states. 
Kerr-Mills will be ex tended to 
the other categories on the pub­ 
lic assistance rolls — the blind, 
disabled 
and 
dependent 
chil­ 
dren.

Benjamin Gitlow was a 
nobody to most Americans when 
he died this week in New York 
at 74. Yet, he was any thing but 
a nobody . 


He was g iven an imperishable 
place in American history 40 
y ears 
ag o 
for 
a 
reason 
he 
couldn’t have imag ined at the 
time. 
The Supreme Court’s decision 
in his case in 19 25 — he had 
been convicted of criminal an­ 
archy — was one of the half- 
dozen 
or 
so 
most 
important 
opinions the court has ever g iv­ 
en. 


Opened Door 
Ironically , because it did him 
no g ood, at the very moment of 
turning 
him 
down 
the 
court 
threw 
in 
a 
few 
parag raphs 
which opened the war for it la­ 
ter to protect individual liber­ 
ties 
from 
intrusion 
by 
the 
states. 
Gitlow started out as a Social­ 
ist, broke awav, helped found 
the American Communist party 
and later was twice its vice 
presidential candidate. 
For a decade he was one of its 
top leaders, made three trips to 
Moscow, was honored by the 
Kremlin, broke with Stalin in 
19 29 over Russian dictatorship, 
was thrown out of the party , 
and becam e a dedicated anti- 
Red. 
Key Ev ent 
The event which put him in 
the history books beg an in 19 19 
when he and some others pub­ 
lished the “ Left-Wing Manifes­ 
to" at a time when a New' York 
law forbade "advocacy of crim ­ 
inal anarchy .” 
The manifesto called for mass 
strikes and establishing a ‘‘dic­ 
tatorship of the proletariat.” He 
was accused, and found g uilty , 
of advocating the overthrow of 
the g overnment by force. 
Up until then the court had 
been 
the 
g reat 
protector 
of 
property but not the protector of 
the individual's rig ht of freedom 
of 
speech 
from 
state 
inter­ 
ference. 
Court’s Ruling 
In ruling ag ainst Gitlow- the 
court 
said 
he had 
advocated 
chang ing 
the 
g overnment 
by 


unlawful 
m eans 
and 
wasn't 
preaching 
an 
“ abstract 
doc-j 
trine.” That was the reason for 
upholding his conviction. 


(His sentence had been five to 
ten y ears but he was finally 
pardoned.) 


But then, in a few- parag raphs j 
which did not apply to Gitlow or 
help him. the court made a few 
statem ents 
which 
were 
to 
chang e its course in protecting 
freedom of .speech. 
The Constitution's 1st Amend-! 
ment, while forbidding Cong ress 
to abridg e freedom of speech, 
relig ion and assembly , doesn't 
forbid the states to do so. 
Protection 
The amendment had been in­ 
tended in the first place to pro­ 
tect states and 
their citizens 
from the federal g overnment. 
j 
But in 186 8 the 14th Amend­ 
ment was added to the Constitu­ 
tion and said states ca n’t de­ 
prive citizens of life, liberty or 
property without “ due process 
of law-.” 
If the court ever needed any 
ex cuse to link the 1st and 14th 
Amendments 
tog ether 
— 
and 
thus protect freedom of speech 
from both state and federal in­ 
fring ement — it could have done 
so easily any time after 186 8. 
It preferred to protect proper­ 
ty by linking the two am end­ 
ments 
until 
the 
Gitlow case. 
And there the court threw in the 
statement that the liberty m en­ 
tioned in the 14th Amendment 
included freedom of ex pression. 
It added that the Constitution, 
nevertheless, 
didn’t 
confer 
on 
“ absolute rig ht to speak without 
responsibility .” So. it said, the 
freedom 
of 
speech 
ca n’t 
be 
abused. 
Moved Slowly 
From this decision in Gitlow’s 
case the court went on — but 
slowly — to protect freedom of 
speech althoug h it’s had some 
trouble 
making 
up 
its 
mind 
sometimes 
on 
just 
how- 
free 
freedom of speech could he. 
Justice Hug o Black insists the 
freedom of speech g uaranteed 
by thp Constitution is 
“ abso­ 
lute." He thinks the 1st Amend­ 
ment would even outlaw- suits 
for libel and slander. The rest of 
the court hasn’t g one that far.
